While the people stood aghast at th 
terrible deed Scott placed the muzzle of 
the rerolver iu his mouth and sent i 
boUat oraMhing through tlie roof of his 
nonth into his brain and lie fell dead 
almost within reooh^of the remains of 
his wife. At the ««^tof the blood v 
tragedy two or three women famted ajid 
»«eh excitement prevailed. Both bodieu 
were taken to au undertaken!. When 
Ifrs. Scott was shot alie was walking 
Mt of the olinrch with her brother. 

Mr. and Mi-s. Boott were married 
about two years ago. She was 17 and 
he They aeparated about a year 
ugo. slie going to her father's house aui 
he going to Kansas City. Boott re- 
turned to Wichita 11 week ago. He 
went to church yesterday, and OS he 
walked out a Ked !us wife if she would 
return to hiin. .lud upon her rofoaal, 
sent a imllei into her omiu. Both ore

MURDEWED FOR MONEY. 

A M Old Oerutiiii Found Dead on tiM Vlour 
of HU Rnoiii. 
AL'rOO:«A, I'a., April Henry Bon- 
nekn, an aged (ierinan, wlio lived alone 
in thy we- tern part of tlie city, wa* 
found dead on the floor of liis room yes- 
terday. There was a wound on tlie back 
of his liead, evidently ma le by a blnnt 
instruiuent; a sheet was found tied 
tiglitly around Iiis neck, and a knotted 
handkerohi«r was fastened in his 
mouth. There was also a wound on the 
hip. 

Braneko, who was .a bachelor, had not 
been seen since la.Ht Thnredav, and it is 
supposed that he was murdered that 
nignt. The gag in his mouth would in- 
dicate that an attempt had been made 
to rob him without bloodshed, and the 
theory of the police is that he resisted 
the att.ick and was then killed. The in- 
jury on the head may have resulted 
from a kick. No money was found on 
tho premises.

Hhe is from Cleveland and is about 17 
years old. When seen she admitted sL ^ 
came here w ith Hillman and said they 
were to be marrisd. Tbs dead man is 
from Toledo^

Tins 
merchant says that whi;e he w.is there 
it was reported that the rebels v. ere 
about to ati.ick the outskirisof tli'i 
town, and a tiiousand newly an ive i 
Kjiaiiish tro<jps Were le<l out to meet the 
reoels. The encounter o<-curred near 
the city, and only 080 of the thousand 
t o ips returned therefrom. Three huu- 
dieu and twenty were lulled, wounded 
or eaptuml by the rebels. No news of 
the engagem"ut had been given out by 
tlie Havana authorities up to Hatnrday 
last, nor was U referred to by arnvinn 
iusurreutiouists. 

A Cuban passenger makes the state-

FROM A SPANISH SOURCE.

Madrid, April a.— The Cuban home 
nde party here has issued a manifesto 
condemning tho rebellion in Cuba, ex- 
pressing loyalty to Spain and proferring

f'ix years ago there were no success- 
ful trolley railroads in existence. On 
the tirst of January, 1986, trolley wires 
s'retuhed 9,000 milee of aurfaoe tracka, 
or more than two-thirds of all the linea 
in the countrv that may properly be 
termed street railroads. 

As motive poller (or anvthtng that 
runs on rails, the horse and the patient 
mule have about fulfilled their mission, 
for, of the 8,819 mllea of atreet railroad 
not operated by the trolley, (W2 miles 
are run by cable and (iU by steam 
motors, leaving only 2,243 miles over 
which the jolting horse car still rolls, 
tinkling along after the old style. 

The total number of street cars now in 
use is 41,009, of which 22,477, or more 
than half, are electric. At least 400,000 
h irscs w ould be required to haul these 
cars, were it not for the introduction of 
the trolley. At the beginning of the 
tiolley extension the value of good rail- 
road liorses averaged $125 each, but they 
have since been bought for from $25 to 
or from one-fifth to one-third of their 
former value. As last as the companies 
adopt electric power, they throw their 
useless horses upon the market at what- 
ever price isoflfered.

WkO is Accused of StDiM

VANCEncnu, Kv., April :>.— The most 
exciting murder in the history of Lewis 
County was committed about seven miles 

Ijelow this city la-!t Saturday night. The 
mystery which had excited the people to 
fever heat was solved to^ay at the open- 
ing of a grave. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Cornea bad not been 
getting along well together for a loim 
while. They lived with the husl>and's 
mother, anil the latter had no atl'ection 
for her daughter-in-law. Last Sunday 
morning Ham Monteith, a prominent 
citizen and neighbor of the Cornes, came 
into Vanceburg after a Coroner, stating 
that Mrs. Cornea bad died during the 
night and that foul play was suspected. 

Miinteitli returned and the woman was 
buried at 1 o'clock p. m. The husband 
during preparations for the burial acted 
wit!) stolid brutality. He at first flatly 
refuseil to attend the body to the grave, 
giving as an excuse that be was hungry 
and had not eaten his dinner. He was 
finally induced to go and got to the grave 
yard after the wife had been buried. 

.fudge G. S. Hillis this morning sent 
out '.Sjuire U. H. Fisher to have the 
corpse disinterred and an iiniuest lieUi. 
The grave was opened and the corpse 
taken out. The doctors found that the 
woman's neck had been broken and that 
her body was bruised. Fisher ordered 
the husband arreeted. 

Cornea and his mnthcr were lodged in 
jail here to-night. .VII his neighliors to a 
man are against him, and feel that a rope 

is too good for him. Tlie nvitlior says 
she will die before she will tell aiiytliing. 
Mob violence is anticipati'd. Cornes is 
related to some of the beat |)eople of the 
county.

herself to us iu the li;:ht wlneli \vo 
tlirow upon her. (Jno man look.s ac a 
landscapo and sees land nud water, grass 
and trees, hills aud plains, and nothing 
more. Another, a fanner, sees the grow 
ing crops, tlio fallow l.uid, tho no.\ious 
weeds, tho prospect for future tilUifjo 
ain4 the oli':ta('les to lie overcome. An- 
other, with a painter's eye, sees every 
variety of form and color, proportion and 
perspective, harmony and ooutrost, 
beanty and rablimlty.

We are acoastomed to oensider 
pros}jerity a blessing and adversity a 
cnrse, bat qnite freqaontly they change 
places It Is the spirit iu which they are 
received tli U (Uterinines tlu ir result. 
The '•ich and seif indulfiont man, sur- 
rounded by luxury and opportunity, may 
be far less happy than his poorer neigh- 
bor who brings iodlistry, fldelity ani 
generosity into constant eseroise. The 
same privileges that raise one yoni>s 
man to honor and usefulness am a snare 
and temptation to anotlier Tho same 
rccroatiou tiiut invigorates one onfeeldes 
another. The same sorrow that softens 
one and leads him oat of self to works 
of kindness and belpfnlness prostrates 
onother and renders him valnclcss. ft 
is that which is within a man that so 
acts upon tho externals of life as to de- 
cide their resalti to talm, and throagh 
him to othera 

If this be so, then happiness or wretch- 
edness is largely in onr power, and 
most of onr complaints only brnr wit- 
ness to cur own reniisstie.'-s. We may 
rightly recognize tho futility of strug- 
gling against outw ard events which wo 
cannot control, but we can always bring 
to bear npon them sooh a spirit and in- 
fiaenoe as shall tarn evil into good and
